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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Dalton: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual 
report  relative  to  your  schools. 

This  past  year  brought  two  changes  in  the 
faculty.  Miss  Hilda  Boyle,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Teachers  College,  with  three  years  previous  teach- 
ing experience  in  Dalton,  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Lawrence 
Hoik.  Mrs.  Gertrude  Hartford  of  Dalton,  a  grad- 
uate of  Keene  Normal  School  with  eight  years 
teaching  experience  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Frances  Daley. 

The  enrollment  this  year  in  the  six  grades  is 
75.  There  are  five  elementary  pupils,  23  junior 
high  pupils  and  20  senior  high  school  pupils  regis- 
tered in  Whitefield  school.  There  are  four  high 
school  pupils  registered  in  Lancaster  High  School 
and  two  in  St.  Johnsbury  Trade  School. 

The  school  nurse  reports  that  94  pupils  were 
examined  last  year  with  the  following  defects 
found  and  reported  to  parents :

A  tuberculosis  clinic  was  held  in  Whitefield  in 
October.  Patch  tests  were  given  to  all  the  pupils. 
Twelve  children  attended  the  T.  B.  clinic  and  re- 
ceived X-ray  examinations  by  Dr.  Kerr. 
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Mrs.  Mary  R.  Colby,  R.  N.  of  Whitefield  was 
appointed  school  nurse  following  the  retirement  of 
Mrs.  Mary  D.  Spaulding. 

The  situation  in  your  school  this  year  with 
only  two  grades  in  a  room  is  a  very  healthy  one. 
The  staff  is  extremely  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
the  school  and  it^  pupils.  The  children  have  sand- 
ed the  tops  of  all  the  desks  in  two  rooms  which 
were  later  sealed  and  varnished.  A  sound  movie 
projector  was  purchased  with  money  raised  by  the 
children  and  supplemented  by  district  funds.  With 
this  machine  the  teachers  can  present  many  valu- 
able visual  aids  throughout  the  year. 

Prices  on  school  supplies  and  equipment  still 
remain  very  high.  However,  the  pupils  have  been 
provided  with  adequate  materials  and  modern,  well 
written  text  books. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation to  the  citizens  of  Dalton,  the  school  board, 
the  teaching  staff  and  other  district  officers  and 
employees  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish  brusfe 
fcnd  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest  protec- 
tion in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions  nearly  equalling" 
at  times  those  of  1947  when  great  losses  were  suffered  in- 
New  Hampshire  and  New  England,  fire  damage  and  loss  this. 
year  have  been  gratifyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we  can. 
hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us  re- 
member that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all  fires  are  caused  by 
carelessness  and  that  all  of  these  man-caused  fires  are  pre- 
ventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than  for 
many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists  who' 
use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous  than  ever  before. 
We  must  therefore  be  ready  for  fires  which  might  occur  but,, 
above  all,  prevention  by  everyone  is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will 
help,  as  follows: 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before 
kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with, 
snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  tobac- 
co before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In  automobiles,^ 
always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without  delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will  go- 
far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation 
in  this  Way  is  earnestly  solicited.  ,
